1 
pappose In my wanderings I must 
hare passed Quite close to a good many 
of thsee large nightjars, yet 1 must con- 
few that only on one occasion did I get 
a good opportunity of observing the 
habits of this bird. 

•*We had had a morning's duck shoot¬ 
ing and were resting in the shade of 
ffpt of the mangrove trees which line 
the creeks, when what bad appeared 
to me to be a dry stump jotting out of 
one of the branches seemed to move 
slightly. I threw lumps of clay and 
bits of stick at It, but It did not move 
until it was actually struck, when, to 
our surprise, a wood nightjar flitted a 
abort distance away, alighting on a 
gamp similar to the one which he bad 
left a moment before. He Immediate

And assumed an attitude which gave 
frim all the appearance of being part of 
the stump on which be rested.

SEED GERMINATION. 


In 8omo Cams the Development le Re¬ 
markably Rapid. 

It has been said that the seed of the 
globe turnip when growing increases 
its own weight fifteen times within a 
minute. The seed of this turnip is 
exceedingly minute, being not larger 
than the twentieth part of an Inch in 
diameter, and yet in the course of a 
few months the seed will be developed 
by the soil into twenty-seven millions 
of times the bulk of the original, and 
this In addition to a considerable 
bunch of leaves. 

On peat ground turnips have been 
found to increase by growth 15.990 
times the weight of their seed each 
day they stood. 

The funguses offer an instance of re 
markably rapid growth. The grei|< 
puff ball will attain the size of a pump¬ 
kin in a single night, und Lindley cal 
culated that the cells thereof it is 
composed will multiply at the rate of 
60,000,000 a minute. 

Many seeds germinate in a very 
short period—the cress in two days; 
spinach, turnips and kidney beans In 
three days, lettuce In four, melons and 
gourds in five, most of the grain seed 
In a week and hyssop at the end of a 
month. But others remain for a very 
long period without showing signs of 
germination.—New York Herald.
